FOR YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 18or. 


The School Board herewith submits the following report. 

' Four schools have been in session during a portion of the 
year as follows: No. 1, 2 terms; No. 2, 2 terms; No. 3, 2 
terms; No. 4, 2 terms. 

The first term in No. 1 was taught by Miss Mary M. Wood- 
bury of Francestown, and continued eight weeks. Scholars 24; 
12 males, 12 females. Average attendance, 21. 

Reading and Spelling studied by 24, Penmanship 23, 
Arithmetic, 22, Geography 23, Grammar 6, History 4, Com- 
position 4, Algebra 3. 

Rott or Honor.—Osgood Florence M., Ruffle Della G., 
Ruffle Ada B., Smith Della M., Osgood Charles H., Osgood 
George H., Upton Frank E., Upton Horace O. 


This school was generally satisfactory. The order was good, 
the greatest drawback, irregular attendance. 


No. 2 was taught by Miss Emma J. Hubbard of Sullivan. 
Length of term, 8 weeks. Whole number of scholars 11; 
males 5, females 6. -Average attendance Io. 

Reading and Spelling studied by 11, Arithmetic 11, Penman- 
ship, 11, Geography 7, Grammar 5, Book-keeping 3, Algebra, 1.

Commendable progress was made in most of the branches 
pursued, but the value of the school was lessened to a great 
extent, by irreguijar attendance.

No. of scholars 11; males 3, 
females 8. Average attendance Io. 

Reading and Spelling studied by 11, Penmanship tr, Arith- 
metic 9, Geography 9, Grammar 2, Physiology 2.

Considering the short time this school was in session, the 
progress was excellent. The exercises at the close reflected 
credit on teacher and pupils. It was a matter of regret to 
your committee that it seemed necessary to establish a school 
with so few scholars, but it seemed the best plan that could be 
followed under the circumstances. 


The Board has introduced into the schools the past year the 
following new Text-books, agreeably to Section 11 of General 
Laws of 1883 and 1887: Geography,. Butler's; Grammar, 
Hyde’s; History, Barnes’ U. S.; Algebra, Greenleaf’s; Barnes’ 
& Harper's Series of Reading Books. Vocal music was prac- 
ticed to some extent in school No. 1, daily inschool No. 3, and 
the last term in No. 4 as we were informed. 

It is hard. to realize that less general interest is saan in the 
education of the young, than was the case, twenty or thirty 
years ago. If we give judgment by the number of visits which 
are made to our schools when in session, we shall be driven to 
that conclusion, however unwelcome. It would seem to be 
selt evident that if we are to have a government by the people 
to be efficient as a-protection of life and property, the unintel- 
ligent voter is more or less of a menace to good government. 

The consolidation of schools, when practicable, is of great 
advantage in affording longer terms of school and better teach- 
ers for the outlay of money, and it would seem the height of 
iolly to advocate, certainly to practice, the return to the old 
district system as practiced previous to 1885 in many if not 
most of the smaller towns in this State. Such at any rate is 
believed to be the fact by your committee.
